In the Year 1680, the Englifh 
Captives that were under this 
inhuman Tyrant, the Emperor 
of Morom'yhe\vi\\w^ their own 
Condition, mak ing mpaii to one 
another, arid praying to God for 
Deliverance, at laft concluded

Petition toour fete King Charles 
the Second of Great Brit at ffg 
giving him to underftand their 
miferable Condition in this Cap^ 
tivity : which being done, the 
King took it into Confideration^

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Name was Mrahm Mcmoran ) 
and- at that time Gaptain nL 
tf*(7^^»madean Agreement with 
ffifie Emperor for the Chriftiaiis, 
and-the £;9^/^ and Pcrtugmfe 
were delivered him up, the EriiJ 
peror wifliing them a good Jour- 
ney to Tatfgier; the Captain 
took, them out of the Town 
that Night, which the Shack 
of;theJews hearing of,that came 
to the Emperor, tclfing him, ii' 
liet would let him have the 
Chriftians to build the Jews 
Town, he would give him. as 
mqch Money as the^Gaptain had 
agreed with him for : the Em- 
peror bid him corns againis th'* 
Morning,^ Then the-Shack or 
ehiefof the Jews went imme- 
diately home to his HDufe.and

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for hioii: which having received 
Jhe feat word back by the Eu- 
nucte, that fhe would endea- 
vour to prevail with him, 
whkh ibe did. , And the nexi: 
Morning be fpok, again with 
the Etnperor, who immeaiate- 
ly lent out bis Negroes to drive 
back the Chriftians, which were 
hurried again to their Works in 
a cruel man^ie^ TheJVit'^ri o' 
bis City Macqmcfs feeingthat, 
curfed the Jews for doing it^; 
But the Captain could in nowil^- 
prevail with tliis grievous Ty- 
rant . the Emperor, ( not with- 
{landing the Captain had done 
what in: him lay to have got the 
€br,iftians.:a;w.-ay> who laid he 
would not- part with thenuili 
die Town was finifnedo So they 
-went to ^^ovk with great Chopra, 
and-Baskets to catry E^irch m , 
Wth^v'N^gvoesw^rsIet^ov^ 
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them to keep them at it from ! 
Morning to Nighr. When the i 
Town was finifhed,hcput in his H 
^egroes : burthe Curfo of the i 
Jews feiJ upon their own Go- 
vernour, his Mifchief returned > 
on hisown Head, as will ftort- ^ 
fy be (hewn.

being kept by a King whofe 
Name was Mntiy Hmmet : and 
having been there a confidera- 
ble time, he fent to the Chief 
of the Jews, to bring him up 
fome Goods which he wanted 
from MMpenefs, When he 
had gotten Mules, and car- 
ried them to the place wher^ 
Emperor was in Camp, the 
Vice-Roy's Son being there with 
the Emperor, went to the faid 
Shack or Chief of the Jews, and 
defired him to affift him with 
fome Money, and his Father 
would repay him, when he, viz^ 
the Chief of the Jews, Ihould 
return to MAcquenefs. He told 

him hii Fai;her owed him al- 
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reaiJy Teveral thoufanchOucais, 
and vvouid not pay him any[ 
for: as yet he could get none 
from him'.* and faid moreover, 
if he ihou-ld die and perifii, he 
would not knd him ■n. penny. 
Of which Paflages he accpain- 
tQd hh Father, writing a Letter 
thereof to MAcquenefs, After- 
wards the Chief of the Jews 
"WmttoMacquejtefi to the Vice^ 
Eoy edited Co'fd Birrf,zv.6 told 
him he' had acquainted the Em- 
peror of the Care he had in his 
Abfence of hisCaftle andBufi- 
i^efsy he taking little notice of 
hmjhm s^ecurning him Thanks 
for his Kindnefs, he' went awaiy. 
■^t'Oy Eirry the Governour 
ibemg fo called iti the Empe- 
rorsAbfence) ordered: one of 

i^isehief. Negroes, in a. Iktk 
time after to go and' take feh a 
;^tift vMd-ir fe&;.dsla^ed5itb 
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liim^ and go to the place where 
tlie Coantry-Feople kept their 
Marker, to fee if he coirld find 
thefaid Chief of the Jews ; and 
if hefiiw him, take little notice 
of him; but if he had an op- 
pOTtunity,. watch as he v/ent 
Iiome to his Houfe, and kill 
him,.. The Negro did as he 
was ordered, and efpying the 
Shack, or Chief of the Jews, gO"* 
ing home to his Houfej in a Road 
which lay tlirough a parcel of 
Olive-Trees, the Negro came to 
him,preteriding Kindnefs tohim, 
being glad to fee him,, t^f. and 
riding by his fide along on Horfe» 
backjfpied his opportunity very 
diligently, fo fpurred his Korfc 
over him,, rode upon him and 
trode out his Brains. Word there^ 
of was quickly- carried to the 
¥ice-Ray, . that the Chief of 
tJae J«5ws was itiliedf at whicl^' 
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he feemcd to be lorry, that the 
People might take no notice 
thereof, and acquainted the Em^ 
peror therewith, and had made 
feaFcb, but knew not who liad 
done it. The Emperor fent 
him word back, that if he did 
not find out who did it, he would 
eut off his Head, and ordered 
the (aid Vice- Roy to put the 
Governour of the Jews Son to 
be the Chief in his ftead ; but 
the old Jew was fcon forgoten 
hy the Emperor^ 

When the Emperor had laid 
Siege fome Years againft Tartar 
danpy and could not .take it, he 
returned home to Macqiienefs.

Lieutenant, 
who viewed Mr. BelUmyh Pafs, 
acknowledging it to he go6d« 
The Lieutenant returning a- 
board their own Ship, acquain- 
ted the Captain, faying, We'll 
fire at them and afright them; 
in order to which, he command- 
ed them to make ready; the 
Pirate firing at Mr. Bf//<<i«/, he 
fired at theni again, lb they 
fought a confiderable time: 

C ' Mr, 
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Mr; Bellamy killed and wounded 
about thirty of his Men, and 
he wounded fome of BelUmj\ 
Men : but for want of Powder 
Mr. Bellamy was forced to yield. 
When VetjetU had taken him 
and his Company., and brought 
them aboard his own Ship, lea* 
ying feveralof his own Men 
in their ftead, he began to ex- 
amine Mr. Bellamy why he had 
killed.and wounded fo many of 
his Men? Who anfwered, he 
would have killed all the red, 
and him too, if he had had 
Powder; with that the Pirate 
cut.k^m down with his Cutlaf^-, 
and rip'd him open, and faid, 
there was an end of a Dog, fb 
threw his murdered Body into 
the Sea, and carried all his Men 
into Sally^ and froin thence to 
Macquenefs. Thus Jiave thefe 
bioody Heathenilh Crew de- 
ceived 
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|ceived many of our Country- 
imen, telling them they belongs 
ed to ^/^/>r,-when they belong- 
ed to Sally. I pray God .keeji 
all my Country-men, and all 
good Chriftians outof the Hznds 
of that barharoui end inhuman 
;Crew, the woril that live upon 
the Earth i and tliat all may be- 
ware of them, hathcauled me 
thus? to write; being one that 
by Tad Experience, and from a 
certain Knowledg I have had of 
them, can afTure ^hefe things to 
be nothing but a real Triuh ;

don to Barbadoes ) (the Pirate 
was Venetia, the younger, who 
had 300 Men, and 18 Guns) 
after the Commander had en- 
quired the ^me of them, he un- 
derftood what they were, they 
telling him, that they came 
from Aigkr *, fo they demanded 
of him to fhew his Pafs, and 
faid he muft hoift out his Boat ; 
they feejng him not provided 
with Guns to defend himfelf, 
could make no Refinance, which 
being done, the Captain of the 
Pirate took them into his Ga- 
bin, and would fliew himfelf 

kind 
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kind to them, treating them, 
and giving them Dates. In the 
mean while the Lieutenant and 
Uoors girded their Piftols and 
CutlalTes on their Waftes, and 
with the Enf^li Ill-man's Boat 
went aboard his Ship, and took 
all that were aboard him, with 
the four Women. And the Cap- 
tain asked who the young Wo- 
man was, and whether (he was 
ever married? Account being 
given him concerning her, he 
ordered her to be put in the 
Cabin, left any of his own 
barbarous Crew fhould offer to 
lie with her, and {o failed away 
for ^edlj. Being come there, 
the Captain of the Pirate broughc 
them they had taken to MAcque- 
ntfs, and the Women were car- 
ried before the Eunuchs. The 
Captain giving an account to 
the chief Eunuch, that one of

in that place refufed to eat it : 
and what betwixt their Diet 
and Lodging on the cold ground, 
together with the Negroes hard 
Ufage, many of them fell Tick. 
And to add to their Extremity, 
v/'::re threatned and abufed by 
the Negroes to turn Moors ; but 
they daily prayed to God to 
ftrengrhen them in their Afflifti- 
ons, and in his great Mercy 
work (bme way for their Deli- 
verance out of this dreadful 
Bondage. 

Afterwards the chief Eunuch 
feht word to the Emperor, tlia^: 
he had a Ghriftian Virgin a- 
mongft the reft of his Women. 
The Emperor ordered him to 
fead her up to the Camp, with 

- : C4 * 
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a parcel of his Eunuchs to 
guard her thither. When [],e 
came to the Camp, the Empe-i 
ror urged^ her, tcmpiing her 
withPromifes of great Revvarc's 
if fl:e would turn Moor, and' 
iie with Iiim. She earneftly 
de/ired of the Lord to prefcrve 
and /Irengthen hertorefift his' 
earneft Perfwafions, and great | 
Proffers, which he ufed, to have 
his Defires M^lkd, When he 
could not prevail fb,,he M\ to 
threatning her, and put her a- 
mongfl: his Negro Women, and 
rhrearned to kill them if they 
oftercd to fhew her any Kind- 
ncfs, where they kept her, beat- 
ing and abufingher for fe vera I 
days. She prayed ftill to the 
Lord to ftrengthen her, and 
held a Refolution to withftand 
nim; who again fought to pre- 
vail- wnh her, tempting and 

pro- 



promifmg of her great things 
if fhe would turn, which fhe 
ftill refufed : fo he caufed her to 
beftript, and whipt by his Eu- 
nuchs with fmall Cords, fb long 
till ilie lay for dead ; and he 
caafed her to be carried away 
out of his Prefence that time, 
and charged his Women none 
of thera fliould help her till he 
fent for her, which was not 
till two days after,- and in the 
mean time to have no Sufte- 
nance but that black rotten 
Bread : at which tin;ie he fought 
again to prevail with Promifes 
and Threats, which 'fhe flill 
withltood, praying to tiie Lord 
that fhe might, be preferved 
from him, and be delivered 
from his cruel Hands. Then 
he prick'd her with fuch things, 
as commonly his Women ufe 
inftead of Pins, being as fliarp. 

C 5 Thus 
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Tiius this beaftly and inhuman 
Wretch by all ways he could 
jnvenr, fought to farce her to 
yield, Avhich fhe refifttd fo long, 
till Tortures, arid the hazards 
of lier Life forced her to yield, 
or re%n her Body to him, tho 
^ier Heart was otherwife in- 
clined. So he had her wafli'd, 
and clothed her in their fafhion 
of Apparel, and lay with her; 
haviug his- Defire fulfilled, he 
iRhunia/Jy, [q great halle forc'd 
J ^^'^-y out of his Prefcnce ; 
<ind Ihc being with Child, he 
-•ent her by his Eunuchs to 
Mncqtienefs (who delivered her 
v/ith the Emperor's, Charge 
concerning her> to the chief 
Eunuch, and after that flie was 
delivered of two Children. 

About four Years ago, two 
BQglilh.men and a Ftench-man

Then this inhuman 
Wretch in great fpleen cut him 
till he fell down, and hack'd 
and hewed him as if he had 
been butchering an Ox, and 
caufed the Negro Boys to run 
his Body full of Holes 'with 
Knives, till his Body was as full 
of Holes as poffible it could be; 
when he had fo done, Bring, 
faith he iri his own Language, 
fourEnglilh Dogs, to fetch that 
Dog away : and as they carried 
his Body away, the Negro Boys 

floned 
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ftoHed tbena^fayfeig, that fhould 

tethe end of riiem if they did 

not turn Moors ; but they were 

glad togo^qtsietly mthout an- 

iWering ajg^in; if thev had 

made any Reply, they had ccr- 

tainly been fallen upon by the 

Negro Boys.

^\vhGrethey lay, which ans un- 
der Ground (gating the ];art of 
Herodf in killing at his flea- 
fure, as well as of Pharaoh, who 
of old encreafed the Ilraelites 
Bondage^ in caullng them to 
roake Brick, and allowing them 
no Straw. But we read of the 
End of thofe cruel Tyrants.) 
So by the Emperor's Order his 
Negroes fell to haling and drag- 
ging them out of that place, 
when in that weak and feeble 

condition that they could not 

ftand 
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ftaad 01? their Legs when drag- 
ged-bcfore him ; he inftantly 
killed kvQn of them, .making 
their Refting-pkoe a Slaiigliter- 
hqufe. The very Moors were 
terrified to fee fo inhuman and 
bloody an Aftion. It is a Pro- 
verb, The more Rain, the mort 
Reft: but God knows ic was 
moft commonly our Lot to be 
driven and kept clofeft at our 
Work when it rained; yea, 
when it rained moft fail, our 
Work was nothing kfTened, kic 
the more encrealed : and befidcs 
the Chriftians, he fets thoufands 
of his own Natives to work with 
great Chops, and to carry Earth 
on their Heads in Baskets from 
one place to another. And kt it 
rain never fo fad, (there fallin^r 
ftore of Rains in the Winter 
Seafon) heWil^y by them, fet- 
tmg his iSJegroes to drive them

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I In 1689, the Emperor lent 
Mown to the Coyde, or Gover- 
nour of Tangier, to take a view 
^f Jlarache, where was a Gari- 
ifon belonging to the Kmg of 
^paw. The Governour talang 
view thereof, he fent him far- 
ther Orders to prepare for the 
taking it, if he could poiiiDly. 
So lending back to the Emperor 
to provide^him Forces, the Ett> 
perorfent him down 40000 
Horfe and Foot, befides the For- 
ces he had there : And he laying 
Siege to the Place, the Spanifli 
Boats fetch'd off the Officers 
Wives and Children. They af- 
tcrwards raifed a fmall Fort, to 
keep all finall Veffels or Boats 
from fetching any Thing oft. 
Which the Friars taking notice 
of, hoifted up a Flag of Truce ; 

and came to a Treaty with the 

Gover« 
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Governour of the Moors, till 4;^ over, he bid him fetid for

The poor Chriftian Captives 
that are, taken by any of thole 
Hellifh JPiratcs belonging to the 
Emperor of Morocco, ?i\'Q brought 
up to Mitcqucnefsy being kept 
at hard Work from Day-light 
in the Morning till Night, car- 
rying Earth on their Heads in 
grcat,Baskersv driven to and fro 
with thofe barbaroiis Negroes 
by .the Emperor^s Order: and 
wheti they are drove iionie by 
rile Negroes at Night to their 
Jtodglng,. which is on the cold 
Ground, in a Vault or hollow 
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place ii] the Earth, fa id over 
with great Beams a-thvvarr, 
and Iron Bars over them, tliey 
are told- in there like Sheep, and 
out in the Morning; aiid if 
any be wanting, he quickly fe- 
cures the Negi-oes, and fenc,^ 
our a parcel of his Guard to 
iook for them. Their Food is 
Bread made of old rotten Barley, 
and their Drink Water when 
they can get it: Many times 
when they are hnrric:d to tlieir 
Work in a Morning, not know- 
ing whether they fnali be able to 
undergo their ilfHiOions till 
Night : and when they are drove 
home,;expeaing Refl, tlie Ty- 
rant lends fome of Ihs Negroes 
to hurry them again to work, 
either to hale down ■Walls cut 
Gates,or the like, keeping them

tlier^the (Dhriftians^Qr his owi> 
•J^^tvcs. •W'hen.'he fallsiou*

tek^s, their: eiothes^ from them 
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srid . puts ' tfem in Ironsv and 
fets them to work. He feldom 
■returns home after his going 
imPh -t' "Morning , . withouc 
killfrtg^ <&9' or other before ha 
retdrnsJ^ by running of them 
thrc^gtl with his Launce, fhoot- 
ihgfthem, or drag[^ing them at 
a= Mule'a Tail, either Men or 
WX)me%: -feldom repenting for 
what he has done; MahomeP 
their great Pi q:>het poiTeflTing 
tiiem with a Belief, that if ha 
kills any one, he merits Heavea 
by (b doing.; but if any Perfbn 
Ihould kill him, he cannot a-* 
void going to Hell. He has 
Water cayried after him^ by a 
Boy, which he drinks, to mako 
the People believe he drinks no- 
thing clle; and likewife hath 
tort Sticks carried after him 
daily, to beat the poor Slaves 
atJiis .PIeafurc,..which is hourly^ 
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to vex and pimilh. them, de- 
lighting in nothing more. 

He was firfl: made a Co^de 
or Govcrnour of Ibme part c^ 
tlie Country, and by his Kind^ 
nefs and AwabiJity ta tfie Peo 
pie, he gained Refpeft from 
them in that Country. Mull) 
Sheade being then King, and 
living in the City of iFf^, there 
died ; and ihe Inhabitants there 
being all Whi/is^ and he a MoHa^ 
t^, they cried lip Mully HAmmeU 
Mully IJhmael hting then beloved 
of his. own People, he raifed a 
final] .Arniy., and wint againft 
the faid 'City and won it ; having 
conquered Fez, he ftill ftrovc to 
oblige- the People; and one 
&/7/^;j raifed a fmall Army, a- 
gainft whom Mully Ifhmael went. 
GuiUm being a great Friend 
to our Nation,, the Governour 
of:3iM^/«r>ofFered him AfFiftancc 

if 
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ff fie was pleafed to accept it:: 
he returned, him Thanks, fay- 
ingi it was bad enough forhim- 
it\i and his own Army to be 
t-onquered^andit would be worfe 
foir the Chrirtians if they fhould 
go with him ; but engaging 
himfelf, Mully Jjhmael conquer- 
ed him, and his People carrietJ 
his ' Head up to Macquenefs^ 
When I was there, the Emperor 
kept' two of GftilUns Sons in 
hfe Caiftle, and had them at- 
School amcngft his own Chil- 
dren, becaufc of their Father^'s 
Courage and Stoutnefs. 

Our Englifli Governour wa¥ 
concerned at the lofs of Gmllm 
and his People. When the Em- 
peror had won moft of his 
Country, and conquered Ta/- 
radknty he foon after came to 
Mavque/f^fsi and- ordered all his 

Balhawsiofi Goyernours to build: 

Walls- 
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Walls and great Houfes upon 
their own Charge, on pain oi 
lofing their Lives. .$pme jinilh' 
ed then' floufoy afid Ibitie Gould 
not,- having not wherewith to 
do it^ being brought fojow, lie 
caufing it to be fo,. that they 
might not rebel againll: his 
chief Son called MuUy/Scdm, 
for. wliom he hath the greatclt 
jEfteem above all his Sons, think- 
ing he may. fucceed after his 
Deceafe : but I hope in God, 
andwifh it may never be, for 
the. young Tyrant imitates his 
Father too much in cutting and 
killing' the Slaves as bad.as he 
Jilmoft^ that the People begia 
to dread him as well as the. 
old one. , 

The Emperor's Caftje hath 
fourXjates belonging to it. Thft 
City- of- Mac^iie^eff is aa old 
decayed place, . the. Caltle .ftandr 
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.-^ng'^diftant from it, and walled

So they retiring to Algier with 
fpeed, acquainted the King and 
his Pateroons how they had 
fped with the Emperor, giving 
Relation of what he (aid con- 
ccrningtheChriftians.TheKing 

prefently rais'd an Army of 
50000 Men, preparing Ammu- 
nition and Field-pieces, who 
marched through Trimfad, a 
place at or near the Emperor's 
Donainions, where they entred 
without Refiftance;and as they 
paOTed along, feverai of iVhh- 
Jfimaefs People ran to tl\etr. : 
MuHy IJImdcPs Coydes, or Cc- 
vernours, acquainted hirn that 
the Algerwes were coming :v 
painft him : Midly lihmacl liear- 
ing thereof, raifed an Army of 
Eighty thoufand Horfe and Foot, 

E 4 ^"^ 
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nod made his Son MuIIy Sedan 
General thereof. Whilit his 
Army was a preparing, the Al- 
serines were got up as far as a 
-Town called Tezzo^ within two 
days Journey of Fez, where 
they pitched. Mully Sedan went 
againft tliem ; and being there, 
tiie Alger ines wrote a Letter to 
Mulljf Ijimael, acquainting him, 
that they did not come to fight 
with his Son, but to have met 
himfelf in Perfon :, hefentthem 
word back that iiis Son was able 
enough for them. Soon after 
they had received his Letter, 
they engaged Mully Sedar^s Ar- 
iriy, and flew abundance of 
them. Many of Mnlly Sedans 
I'eople deferted him, joining 
wah tlie Jloerines, Then he 
lent with all fpeed to the Em- 
peror his Father, giving him 
account what had happened. 

When 
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When Mnlly l(hmael miQX^oodi 
that, he gave our, that if any; 
Chrtftians would help, and ftand 
by the great Guns, if he pre- 
vailed againft the Algerines, he 
would give them their Liberty:' 
So eight EngUihmen told him th^y 
knew what belonged to the 
Guns, and they would go with 
him. So lie ordered an hundred 
Moors to afTift them, and to take- 
out fix great Guns (that they 
judged might be moft fervice- 
able) from theplace where they 
lay betwixt the Walls. They 
told him they wanted Carriages : 
He fciit for Carpenters im- 
mediately, charging them to 
make Carriages ilrong and 
good, and that with all fpeed^ 
upon pain of loflng their Heads 
in cafe they negleded. Midly 
Sedan zz^MX fent the Emperor 
bis Father word, that if he did

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riot- haften to Battel, the Aigc 
rines would .be in Fez, in iour 
days. time. Mully Jflmad hear- 
ii\gx\m, vvas.forced to go with 
aJJ fp.e,^^ riifing what Forces he 
could, teiving for hafte his Field- 
pieces^behihd him. The Empe- 
rot being come where his own 
Armyilay,;he made Peace with 
Xh&. Algerms General, and in 
order thereto, gave forty eighty 
Mu'Ies laden- with Gold, and 
an. Horfcand Furniture wordi 
2000CO Crowns. 

About a Month before I came 
from iVIacqtfe'/icfSi one of our own 
Nation, namely £//^ Roberts, 
being by the faid Emperor put 
to look after a parcel of Sheep, 
he came himfelf to view thefli ; 
and, telling them over, found 
ii'Teex)f his number wanting, 
vWiQ; thereupon feat for one Sf 
* ■ his 
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his chief Negroes that kept an 
account of them, and exammed, 
him what was become of them r 
he replied, the Chriftian kept, 
the Key, and lock'd them up, 
every Night, and carried it witjv 
him to the place where he went: 
to flecp under Ground. The 
Tyrant immediately feat his 
Blood-hounded Negroes to fetch,, 
the poor Chriilian, who was 
not far from tliem ; being come, 
he asked him what was become 
of thofe Sheep that were want- 
ing? hemadeAnfwer, hewent 
home every Nir.ht, having firk 
failned the Door, and that the 
Negro had a i^lfe Key to the. 
Door; fo turning to the, Negro, 
and upon Examination finding 
him faulty, he prefentlyihot him. 

to Death, running his Uunce 
through his ^oA^ in ieverat 
places^ and threaiined the ;Cnn- 
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i!*ian for not acquainting him 
iheivewith fooner, faying, if he 
"would not turn Moor, he would 
liill him, as he had done the 
NegroM-io lay dead before them. 
The Chriftian boldly replied, he 
was brought up in the Faith 
of Jcfus Chrift, and he would 
not turn Moor, and that he 
feared God, whole Power was 
greater than his; fo the Empe- 
ror fell to cutting him, and 
afterwards had him very in- 
humanly fhetched out by thofe 
bloody Negroes, and beaten till 
he was left for dead. Then he 
went^way to his Works where 
EngliOi Captives were, and told 
them he had killed one of the 
E^ogs their Brother, for taking 
na^ better care of his Sheep, 
callmgthem Dogsin his own 
Language, and bidding them 
fetch that Dog away ^five or 
* fix 
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ftx of them went and brought 
the poor Man away, who had 
been (b cruelly beaten by the 
wicked Wretch, his Body was 
fb exceedingly bruifed, he could 
not ftir neither hand nor foot; 
neither could he feed himfelf for 
feveral days, but as we hcIpM 
him. Yet through God's Mer- 
cy, he was pretty well recover- 
ed before my Departure from 
thence. And thus when the 
poor Captives are by this un- 
merciful, and rather, as we 
may term him, inhuman Brute, 
beaten and killed at his pleafure; 
none dare make any Com- 
plaint to him; for inliead of 
taking any Pity of them, be 
matters no more to kill a Chri- 
llian than to kill a Dog ; and 
if any of them feeks for Fa- 
vour from this Tyrant, he's 
either killed^ or forely beaten 

by 
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by either him or his bloody 
Negroes. 

A Moor, one of the Natives 

of the Country, having Com- 

paflion on me, and feeing my 

fad Condition that I was kept 

daily in, which I cannot at large 

inferthere, came to me, fpcak- 

ing his own Language, being 

Arabick, knowing I eould un- 

derftand him ; and he asked me 

if I would go to my Native 

Country ? I replied, Are you 

in earned: or not ? he anfwered, 

Yes, and would dired me, and 

go along with me ' himfelf to 

Marfegmy a Garifbn belonging 

to the King of Portugal, I told 

him, if lie expelled any Reward 

or Satisfa^ion from me for his 

Pains, I had nothing to give him ; 

he faid he knew that by my 

Condition. So I enquired of liim 

where he lived ? he anfv/eicd, 




at a place called Ajfimore^ which 
is not far from the Chriftian 
Garifon ; and he faid, he would 
truft to the Benevolence of the 
Governour of that place, pro- 
vided I would fpeak to the faid 
Governour for a Gratuity for 
him, when we (hould arrive 
there: I told him I fliould be 
worfe than a Jew, if I did not do 
that; andcheythemlelves count 
the Jews the wor/l and.falfeft 
of all People. Then I asked 
him in what time we iliould 
provide for our Journey ? lie 
faid, as foon as I could find con- 
venient opportunity ; and Ifar- 
., ther prevailed with him to take 
in two more Englifli-men along 
with us, whofe Names were 
Trip Am BYyun, born m Ply- 
mouthy and Edward Tucker, who 
came from Netv-EngUrJ. And 
in five days time after we were 

fitted 
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fitted with a fmall quantity of 
Bread for the Journey, fuppofiiig 
we might accomplifli our Joui- 
ney in ten Nights time, for we 
muft of neceflity hide our felves 
in the Day for fear of being 
difcovered ; yet we found it 
difficult enough to perform in 
two and twenty days, in which 
time we were put to great Hard* 
fhips .and Neceflitiej ,on the 
way. The Particulars are as 
follow. 

On the 26th of Jifffe, 1692, 
in the Evening, we let for- 
ward from MacqHcnefs, and tra- 
velled as far as we could tliat 
Night in great fear of being 
purfued, with our Moor to di- 
rect us in the way, knowing 
that if they had found us, \vc 
had been killed, if not burnt, 
which would have, been tlie 
Moor^s Lot liad we b$en taken i 

to- 
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towards day we had a great 
River to pafs ; when we were 
got over, we found a fmall 
Coppife or Wood, where we 
refted the Day. following, being 
the iph. In the Evening when 
the Sun was fet, our Guide was 
forward to be going, not know^- 
ing how the Event would prove, 
and I had much ado to perfwade 
him from going before 'twas 
dark. When we came into the 
Road out of the Wood we 
met ten Moors, and Mules and 
Afles laden with Goods for the 
Emperor, being Iron, which 
they had taken from one Sava^^e 
an Englifh Mafter that came 
from Bilha ; To we followed 
our Guide the Moor, who gave 
them the time of the Night, 
and they him likewife ; and fo 
we palled that time without 
any further trouble, they fup- 
. "'- pofing 
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pofing us to be Udoorj, hm ^ 
we had on their fort of Ap\y.\rJ ■ 
So vve travelled that Ni.^h^ 
making what iiaflc we c(3uld, 
ana flill in great fear, Icfl we 
iJloufd have been difcovercd by ^ 
ttiQ Moors: when we reiled,it 
was towards Day, in fome Brm- 
b es or Buflies, feeing them pafs 
aiong by us, driving of Sheep 
and Bullocks ; but through Mer- 
cy they did not fee us. And 
thenext Night, being the 28//;, 
we travelled all Night ; and 
when Day appeared, we could 
not hnd a convenient place to 
lodg in, which we fought for ; 
and about Sun-rifing we found 
a piace betwi^cttwo Mountains 
where were Holes made with 
the Winter Rains coming off 
the HdJs near a Path-way, to 
which we made, and efpied f6- 
veral Moors who went along 

the 
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the Road, that liad Mules and 
Aifes loaden with iron, who 
Taw us nor. Some part of the 
Day we ilept ; and the Moor 
and I watcht j in which time 
the Moor gathered Palm, and 
made a Sling, to fling Stones at 
Lionsand other wild Beafts that 

appeared. 

. So in the Evening, after Sun- 
fet, (being the 2gth) we tra- 
velled till we came to a River- 
fide, where were a great parcel 
of Moors and Mules a baiting, 
that had Bail-Goods, which the 
Sally-Moors had taken in Prizes, 
to carry to the Emperor at Mac- 
qncnefs \ who ftridly enquired 
qf bur Moor, from whenc(^ we 
eame, and whither we were go- 
ing?' He made anfwer. To Sat,- 
ley, and came from MacquemfSy 
and fo our Moor bad them Good- 
night; and. we travelled on 
.^ ' (with- 
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(without further enquiry) a. 
long the River-fide belbrc we 
could get over. When we v.ere 
over, there were a great many 
Bramble-bufiies and RuflvbuOv 
es ; and our Moor feared there 
were Lions in that Place, fo we 
made what hafte we could up a 
Hill, on the top of which was a 
great Plain ; and being very thir- 
ty, we travelled on a good way 
further, and heard a noife of 
^rogs and Toads ; to which 
Jiace w^e came, and found a 
landing Water, which flunk; 
however we drank thereof to 
ftay our Thirft, and 'twas i:wtQt 
to us; and fo went on till we 

found^a ruined Caftle, which 
had formerly belonged to the 

^^'i'lf 7? 1^ which our J/.^ 
would fain have refted ; but I 

toldhim there might happen to 
be M„rx there, becaufe they u- 

fually 
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fually refted in fuch Places in 
the Night. So we went fur- 
ther, till we came to a place 
where grew a great parcel of 
high Weeds, and there we re- 
fted that Day, 

; The loth at Night, after Sun- 
fet, we fet forwards ; but were 
very thirfty, the Sun having 
ftione hot upon us that Day, 
having lain without fhelter, on- 
ly the Weeds. I asked our 
MooTy how long it would be eVe 
we could find any Water ? He 
faid, A little further there was a 
fmall River; but we thought it 
a long way to it, our Throats 
being fo parch'd with Drought ; 
To we drank Water, and eat a 
little Bread, which did greatly 
refrefh us ; and we went for- 
ward till near break of Day, 
where we refted in fome Weeds 
till about two in the Afternoon ; 

at 
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at which time three Women di- 
fturbed us two or three times, 
but faw not our Faces : So we 
three went forward, and our 
■Moor ftood, and enquired of 
them the way to Salley, Then 
the Women asked from whence 
we came ? Whoanfwered,From 
Tapholet, whicli was a City in 
that Country. They further 
asked, if he had Iain in that 
place all Night? and asked 
what they were that were with 
him? He told them, Three of 
his Neighbours, and that they 
had lain there all Night, being 
Strangers. They faid. It was a 
wonder that the Lions had not 
deftroyed us, there being fo ma- 
ny in that place, they devoured 
fome of their Cattel almoft eve- 
ry Night; and they told him it 
was about four Leagues to SaI- 

After 
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After Sun-fet {July i.) we 
travelled till we came to a Wood, 
where the Moor would have had 
ustoreft; but feeing of Lights 
which the Country People had 
in their Tents, and hearing a 
Liop roar thereabouts, we went 
further, and came to a ruined 
Tower,where was a good Spring 
of Water ; we drank and re- . 
frcihed ourfelves, butdurftnoc 
ftay for fear of Moors being in 
that place ; and going a little 
farther, we came into a Valley, 
where was a Hole the Winter 
Rains had made, there we reli- 
ed J and after the Sun was rilen, 
two Moors came to cut Palm: 
At which I awaked our Moor, 
who fpoke to them, and gave 
them the time of Day, and they 
likewife to him. They enqui- 
red of him from whence he 
came, and whither he was go- 
ing ? 
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ing? He told them, he came 
from beyond Taphokf, and was 
going to vifit a great Saint at a 
Town called Temfnah ; and ask. 
ed further, if there were none 
with him ? He anfwered, there 
wiere three more. They asked, if 
we had lain there all Night ? He 
faid, W€ had ; They faid, it was 
to be wondred that the. Lions 
had not devoured us ; and came 
to look at us where we lay/peak. 
ing Jrabick ; but the Moor told 
them, we could not fpeak that 
Lfftgua; and we were covered 
all over with our white Blankets, 
being fuch as the Moors com- 
monly wear. So they went a- 
way and left us, telling us. We 
did well in going to vifit the 
Saint. So we got up, and efpy- 
inga parcel of Bufhes a little di- 
i&nce off, we removed thither, 
left the two Moors Ihould have 

in* 
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informed of us at Salleyy and 1q 
have come back to the place and 
found us; The Bufh where ^e 
were hid, was near a RLver-f ide, 
bat wd durffi iwt go to dunk 
thereat, by reafon of P«iople 
which paflied to and fro there by 
us all Day long. , 
\ Ji^ 2. After Sun-fet, we at^ 
itetnpted to go over the River; 
(butit being fo ftrong a Stream, 
^anddeep, we could notpafs 0- 
iver it : And in our going a great 
^way further up the River-fide, 
there happened to be feveral ot 
the- M(;rx> yet being Night, 
they-aw us not, fave only one 
Man of the^Nadves, which had 
tied up a bundle of Canes talt 
together to pafs over the River 
with them ; to whom our Moor 
gave the time of the Night ; and 
he anfweringwith theliketo^u^ 

we parted: and going nw^^' 
^ p up 
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up, we found a place not fo 
deep as ihe other part of the 
River ;.fo got over, and travel- 
led u pa Hill on the x)tljer fide, 
where we found Ibme Bufties, 
and there we refted, apd our 
Moor lay on the out- fide of them. 
In the Morning when the Sun 
was rifen, came byustwoMif?/'; 
with two Affes^ wliorfaid pne 
to the other> it was wonder the 
Lions had not devoured that 
Man, meaning our Moofy who 
they law lying by the fide of the 
Buflies, ;(i i\. . r ::^ ' 
,, On ^citbini Ifljftaptiafter the 
Sun was fer^i we fei: forward, 
endeavouring to gtt'to the Sea- 
fide : but there being feveral 
People in the way, watching 
with theini.Dogsito icieep the 
ifrild:Bdafl:rfrom theiu Gardens ;

A little from 
tnenc^ l/l^e met with a Perfon of 
Quality, as wc judged by his 
Habjt ind Attendance, having 
ten Med with bim ; to whom 
cut Moor p2iid his Ref]5eas, and 
gave him the time of the Nighr. 
He anfwered him again in his 
own Language, and asked him 
whither we were going ? Our 
Af^c-r anfwered, roSar^faCr(.'/e: 
So he bid us, God fj^eed ; After- 
wards our Moor asked liim from 

whencehecame? HcanfWered, 
I^'orn J/Mjore. So we depar- 
f^daway, and tra vdl^'d tiil we 

found 
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found fome Bulhes, wherein we 
relied that Day. 

\ Jtfh I i' After.Sun-ietting we 
let outj and came fo near to ^Z- 
fmort, that, liftening, we heard 
the People in it, and faw the 
Town, ' which ftood on t^e 
South-fide of a Hill, and a Ri- 
Ver by the Town, which was To 
:deep, that we could not get 
over, becaufe one of our Men 
could not fwim..: Then we tra- 
velled- along the NorthrUde ot 
the,Kiver^ .till we came to a 
place where Cains grew, and 
there we refted by the River-

After.it vi^as Day, 
xmMoor went to. fee his Fami- 
ly which dwelt ' there .in that 
Town.

So the Gover- 
nour, arid the reft of the Offi- 
cers, came to the Wall ; and af- 
ter he had exaniined us, he and 
the Guaird let us iri j and he or- 
dered his Servants to bring us 
into the Houfe, and to give us 
ibme Relief; and he himfelf 
came to us, and wondred that 
fb little (atisfied us in our eating 
and drinking : So had us into a- 
nothcr Room, and asked me, If 
I did not know of three Men 
that were taken by the Moors 
from that Garilbn ? I anfwered, 
I knew of two, but not the 
third. He bid me fpeak to 
the MooT) and ask him, If he 
would undertake to bring them 
thither to that place ? Sol fpoke 
to the Mootf who bid me tell 
the Governour, That he would 
endeavour it to the utmoft of 

his 
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Iris Power. So the Governour 
ordered us a Lodging ; and in 
the Morning ordered his Cieik 
to write a couple of Letters, 
and gave them to the Moor, 
with forty pieces of Eight for 
bringing us thither, faying, If 
he did bring the two Fortugue. 
fes, he would give: him as much 
more as fliould maintain him 
arid his Family as long as he I:- 
ved. The Aiwrfaid, He would 
do his eifideavotir. So the Go- 
vernour ordiefcd Dinner for us : 
And about four a Clock he again 
fentforme and the Moor', and 
bid me tell him, in his Lan- 
guagej That if he feared any 
thing in his Return, he would 
fend fome of his Troopers to 
condu£fc him on the Way . The 
Moor made anfwer, He Ihould 
go morefafe alone. .After. Sua 
was (et, the Governour gave 

him 
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him Visuals to ferve him> till 
he could (hift for himfelf. And 
the Moor taking his leave, re- 
turned, and went on his Jour- 
ney* 

About three Weeks after, a 
Portuguefe Man of War came 
into that Garifon to fetch a- 
bout tSoo Souldiers off from 
thence : So 1 defired of the Go- 
vernowr we might go aboard 
with them: Which he was wil- 
ling, and in four Days after we 
had been aboard, moft of the 
Souldiers bei^g come off, the 
Captain fent a Letter to the Go- 
vernour, by the Coxon of the 
Pinnace, defiring him to haften 
the remainder away. Whe^the 
Pinnace went aihore, his Crew 
wondered to fee any Moors 
there, and asked. What they 
4lid there? The Portugues told 

tnem, 
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them, They came with a Flag 
of Truce, to treat .for thrte 
Moors they had taken. Thej 
piFered the Governour two thou. 
fand Dollars for them, beiog 
one of them was a Shack, or 
Governoiu* ; or Bullocks, or 
Sheep, or Corn, in lieu of Mo 
ney* He anlfwered, No; foi 
they l]fld taken three Troopers 
belonging to his Garifon ; and 
he heard that two of them were 
at Mac^ueffefs. They replied, 
They knew, by whom he heard 
that, for tile Chripafii that the 
i^f(?(^^' . t)roughr, had acquainted 
him therewith j but he had paid 
dearly for 4f, /for, faid they, he 
was .taii^e^ with the Pieces of 
Eiehfj/.jind Ld/ters about him, 
and earned \]fj> tp the fimperor 
and buriat : 4t which the Go- 
Vernour was very forry when 
he heard it.
